Ferenc “Frank” Traknyak 


Hungarian Freedom Fighter; 83 


TEWKSBURY Ferenc 
“Frank” Traknyak, age 83, 
who served to liberate 
Hungary from Germany and 
later from Communism, died 
Friday morning Feb. 27, 2009, 
at Saints Medical Center, fol- 
lowing a brief illness. He was 
the husband of Teresa 
(Basto) Traknyak, with whom 
he had celebrated a 48th wed- 
ding anniversary this past 
April 10th. 

He was born in Hungary, 
April 16, 1925, the son of Lazlo 
and Teresa (Merizky) 
Trakynak. He graduated 
from high school, and went on 
to technical trade school 
During WWII he served in the 
Hungarian Army, He became 
a prisoner of war, and mirac- 
ulously escaped the Nazi war 
camp. Later, during the 1956 
Hungarian Revolution, he 
served as a Freedom Fighter 
against the repression of 
Communism, and was forced 
into exile in the Dominican 
Republic, and later Columbia, 
where he met his wife. They 
emigrated to the U.S. in 1964, 
settled in New Jersey and 
later moved to Stoneham, 
Mass. He worked as a 
machinist for Northeast 
Machine in Malden for over 
30 years. They relocated to 
the Eagles Landing communi- 
ty in Tewksbury 9 years ago. 

He was a communicant of 
St. William's Church, and a 
frequent visitor to the 
Tewksbury Senior Center. 

Besides his wife, he is sur- 


vived by a daughter and son- 
in-law, Katalin “Kathy” and 
George Dooling of Wakefield, 
a son and daughter-in-law, 
Frank and Ana_ (Feliz) 
Traknyak of Katy, TX; five 
grandchildren, Patrick 
Dooling of Medfcrd, Joseph 
Dooling of San Diego, 
Natasha, Gabriel, and Daniel 
Traknyak all of TX, and many 
nieces and nephews.

Wilmington students study Armenian Genocide

WILMINGTON - Efforts to 


introduce an Armenian 
Genocide curriculum 
througheut‘ high schools 


north of Boston is gaining 
impetus. 

The latest schools to take 
part are Wilmington and 
Tewksbury whereby students 
have immersed themselves 
into the education process 
and, in return, acquired the 
knowledge and understanding 
of countries like Armenia 
who endured mass: and 
hardship throughout their 
history. 

At Wilmington, juniors and 
seniors under the tutelage of 
Maura Tucker and Lisa 
Lucia, are utilizing the text, 
“Facing History and 
Ourselves.” The semester 
was launched by a guest 
appearance from 101-year-old 
survivor Ojen Mazmanian, 
who rendered a personal 
account of her escape from 
Ottoman Turkish hordes. 

Tewksbury is just as moti- 
vated by the Armenian story. 
Included in its curriculum 
will be an entire school day (6 
hours) dedicated to genocide 
education. 

Planting the seed are mem- 
bers of the Armenian 
Genocide Curriculum 
Committee of Merrimack 
Valley,” headed by Dro 
Kanayan, who laid out the 
groundwork at the schools. 
Thirteen other high schools 
in the area have been con- 
tacted by letter. Programs 
have already been initiated in 
North Andover and Haverhill 
with return engagements 
planned.

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Declan —- Our Brave Little Soul Newcomer Connolly makes ballot 


WILMINGTON - “It was 
hard not to smile whenever 
Declan entered the room. He 
always had the biggest smile 
on his face. He just lit up the 
room and brought a smile to 
everyone who walked through 
the door” said Joanie 
Federico, a family friend and 


normal but, within hours, 
Declan began a pattern of 
rapid breathing. He was 
immediately moved into the 
Neonatal Intensive Care Unit 
(NICU) for monitoring and 
extensive testing. Nine weeks 
later he was released from 
the hospital and within a few 
months he was diagnosed 
with Mitochondrial Disease. 

Mitochondrial disease is a 
congenital disease that 
affects each patient in differ- 
ent ways often damaging 
multiple organs. The mito- 
chondria is where the cells 
store their energy, leaving 
patients with Mitochondrial 
Disease having very low ener- 
gy. In Declan’s case, not only 
did he have low energy, his 
muscular development was 
affected, in addition to his 
hearing and kidney functions. 
Declan’s treatment required 
frequent appointments with 
specialists and continuous lab 
testing. He also required a 
multitude of daily medica- 
tions to maintain his health. 
Several of the medications 
Declan was prescribed were 
very expensive and not cov- 
ered by insurance leaving his 
family with monthly, out-of- 
pocket expenses. Even with 
the daily challenges Declan 
faced he was the happiest 
baby ever. He had a perma- 
nent smile on his face and his 
happy disposition was simply 
contagious. 

A year ago Declan’s family 
was told he would need a kid- 
ney transplant before he 
turned 2-years old. In prepa- 
ration for his kidney trans- 
plant, Declan was undergoing 
a series of pre-operative test- 
ing when doctors discovered 
his mitochondria disease had 
caused serious damage to the 
muscles of his heart, leaving 
his heart extremely damaged. 
After numerous more med- 
ical tests, Declan’s family

received the devastating news 
that Declan would not physi- 
cally be able to withstand the 
kidney transplant that was 
needed to save his life due to 
the damage which had been 
identified in his heart. At this 
time Declan was given just 
two-to-three months to live. A 
mere three weeks later, in 
early December, Declan 
passed away from kidney fail- 
ure at home surrounded by 
his family. He was only 21 
months old. 

“Declan’s condition kept 
him from doing many things 
typically done by children 
his age, but we always were 
encouraged by what he could 
do, such as waving hello, 
stacking his toys, or sharing 
his love with his expressive 
eyes and joyous smile.” said 
Declan’s aunt, Joan Swift. 
“He was our ‘little flirt.” 

Due to Declan’s medical 
needs, he could not attend 
daycare. This made it diffi- 
cult for his parents, Chuck 
and Ciara, to return to full- 
time jobs during regular busi- 
ness hours. With the cooper- 
ation and unwavering support 
of their respective employers, 
Chuck and Ciara rearranged 
their schedules, either work- 
ing remotely or going into the 
office after hours or on week- 
ends. This allowed someone 
to be home to take Declan to 
his weekly appointments and 
to meet with Early 
Intervention specialists to 
work on his developmental 
needs, 

Declan was not Chuck and 
Ciara’s only child. They also 
have a five-year old daughter 
named Brighie who started 
kindergarten at the Boutwell 
last September. Brighie cher- 
ished her role as Declan’s big 
sister from the moment 
Declan was born. She and 
Declan shared an extraordi- 


nary bond that was so beauti- 
ful to witness. Brighie misses 
her baby brother every 
minute of every day. She 
knows that Declan is in heav- 
en smiling down and watch- 
ing over her. 

“To have known Declan is to 
His life is in no way defined 
by his death. Even though the 
pain of losing him is so 
extremely devastating and 
often times unbearable, the 
thought of never having had 
that precious baby boy in our 
lives, even if only for one 
year, nine months, and 27 
days, has to be even worse. 
All of us whom were lucky 
enough to share in Declan’s 
life are truly, truly blessed,” 
said Declan’s Mom. 

The McNeil family are 
Wilmington residents. Chuck 
and Ciara have lived in 
Wilmington close to 10 years. 
In fact, Chuck’s family has 
had close ties to the 
Wilmington community dat- 
ing back to the 1950’s when 
his grandparents vacationed 
on Silver Lake. “We are 
extremely grateful for the 
overwhelming show of sup- 
port and acts of kindness 
shown by many during 
Declan’s life and in recent 
months,” said Chuck McNeil. 

Family and friends are hold- 
ing a benefit dinner/comedy 
night to support the McNeil 
family and help defray med- 
ical and funeral costs.

$1,150 penalty 


Orders reduction of disinfection byproducts in water supply 


WILMINGTON The 
Massachusetts Department 
of Environmental Protection 
(MassDEP) assessed a $1,150 
penalty on the Town of 
‘Tewksbury for water supply 
violations, specifically, ele- 
vated levels of disinfection 
byproducts called total tri- 
halomethanes (TTHM), 
which are formed during the 
water treatment process. 

As of January 10, 2009, the 
town recorded a running 
annual average of 83 parts 
per billion (ppb) of TTHM, 
which exceeds the allowable 
limit of 80 ppb. 

In addition to the penalty, 
the town of Tewksbury agreed 
to submit to MassDEP a plan 
and schedule to lower its 


TTHM. That plan, which 
calls in part for reducing the 
dosage of chlorine for pre- 
chlorination, and has been 
submitted and subsequently 
approved by MassDEP. 

“The town has moved quick- 
ly to remedy this situation,” 
said Richard Chalpin, direc- 
tor of MassDEP'’s Northeast 
Regional Office in 
Wilmington. “Every public 
water supply has a responsi- 
bility to ensure the water they 
provide to their customers is 
safe to drink and MassDEP 
will ensure that those respon- 
sibilities are met.” 

While disinfectants are 
widely used and are effective 
in controlling many microor- 
ganisms, the interaction of 


these products with natural 
organic matter in the water 
can form disinfection byprod- 
ucts such as TTHM. The U. S. 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) has deter- 
mined that TTHM is poten- 
tially carcinogenic if ingested 
over a period of many years. 

MassDEP has agreed to 
suspend the entire penalty 
pending full compliance with 
the order within one year. 

MassDEP is responsible for 
ensuring clean air and water, 
safe management and recy- 
cling of solid and hazardous 
wastes, timely cleanup of 
hazardous waste sites and 
spills, and the preservation of 
wetlands and coastal 
resources.

NORTH READING - This 
past Saturday night, the 
Wilmington High School boys’ 
basketball team won an open- 
ing round state tournament 
game for the 13th straight 
time.

advances to the Division 3 
Sectional semi-finals to play 
the No. 1 seed Bishop 
Fenwick Crusaders on 
Thursday night at Chelsea 
High School (not St. John’s 
Prep which it was oroginally 
slated for) beginning at 7:00 
pm. 

If Wilmington can defeat 
Fenwick for the second 
straight time in the semi- 
finals, it would advance to the 
sectional final once again to 
play the winner of 
Watertown/Wayland to be 
played at the Tsongas Arena 
in Lowell on Sunday with a 
time yet to be announced. 

Last year Wilmington dra- 
matically defeated Fenwick, 
68-66, in overtime, before los- 
ing to Watertown, coming 
three wins away from a state 
title. 

This win against the No. 4 
seed league rival Hornets (16- 
5), was the closest opening 
round contest Wilmington has 
won in the state tournament 
dating back to the 2002 first 
round game against Weston, 
which was decided by two 
points. In this match-up, 
Wilmington had the lead from 
the final 2:37 of the first quar- 
ter until the final buzzer. 
Certainly things got ancy as 
North Reading cut a 9-point

WESTON - As poor as the 
Wilmington High School

Wilmington ended the sea- 
son with an overall record of 
11-10. Weston moved on to the 
quarterfinal round and were 
defeated by Swampscott, 55- 
38. 


“We came ‘out flat,” said 
head coach Jay Keane, “Not 
playing in eight days’! think 
really, showed early on. We 
were making some sloppy 
mistakes.

We really did- 
n't make too many halftime 
adjustments. We just told the

dous defense and leadership. 
He did all of that and then 
some.

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Federal stimulus bill may help with funding 

New local rail service may offer | 
options for those traveling 

to and from New Hampshire

If everything plays out the 
way state officials north of the 
border expect, two Middlesex 
East communities could 
become stops along a new 
commuter rail service to and 
from the Granite State much 
sooner than you may expect - 
possibly in as little as two 
years. 

Though the thought of get- 
ting a new commuter rail 
service up and running that 
quickly in this day and age of 
rules and regulations may 
seem like a pipe dream to 
some, there are certain facts 
associated with the long dis- 
cussed project that are hard to 
ignore: 

The federal -economic 
stimulus package passed by 
Congress and signed recently 
by President Obama contains 
billions for rail projects that 
are considered "shovel-ready" 
- and transportation officials 
in New Hampshire claim that 
they have been holding their 
shovels so long in anticipation 
of this project that the handles 
are getting rusty: 

*Officials and commuters 
are calling for such a project 
to become a reality, which 
would allow for a cheaper way 
to travel to the Bay State from 
several potential stops in the 
heavily-populated Southern 
New Hampshire corridor, 
including Nashua, 
Manchester, and maybe even 
all the way up to Concord. 

*According to published 
reports, much of the engineer- 
ing work that would be neces- 


sary to greenlight such a proj- 
ect has already been done, 
and the legal rules and regula- 
tions for the creation of an 
authority to operate such a 
transportation system is 
approved and in place. 

And finally, between $200- 
$300 million that was ear- 
marked specifically for a rail 
project in New Hampshire 
could be headed to the state as 
early as this spring. 

"All the pieces of the puzzle 
are on the table," said Mike 
Izbicki, interim executive 
director of New Hampshire 
Rail Transit Authority, "This 
is a very real project. This is 
the closest we've ever seen it - 
a real chance for rail to 
Manchester and maybe even 
to Concord." 

The rail service would 
extend the current Lowell 
commuter line on up into 
southern New Hampshire, 
which means that residents of 
Woburn and Wilmington could 
board the MBTA commuter 
rail cars at stations in their 
towns and head up north to 
proposed stops in Nashua, 
Merrimack, at Manchester 
Airport, a second stop in the 
city of Manchester itself, and 
possibly further along on into 
Concord. 

The project would also 
mean that Granite State com- 
muters who currently utilize 
Routes 3 and 93 would have 
another option to get to jobs in 
the Bay State, which would 
mean less cars clogging areas 
like the Routes 95 and 93 
Interchange during the height 
of the morning and afternoon 
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commutes. 

David Fink, CEO of Pan 
Am Railways (based in North 
Billerica), which owns the 
tracks that would be needed to 
quickly set up the service, has 
been negotiating with the New 
Hampshire Department of 
Transportation and feels that 
the service could be ready for 
a so-called trial run in the 
immediate future, if funding is 
secured. 

In a written statement pub- 
lished in New Hampshire, 
Fink wrote: 

“My company, Pan Am 
Railways, has recently re- 
entered negotiations with New 
Hampshire Department of 
Transportation Commissioner 
George Campbell on a plan to 
introduce comprehensive, 
cost-effective commuter rail 
service in New Hampshire. 

“Our commuter rail plan 
for New Hampshire would 
include service over Pan Am's 
lines not only to Manchester, 
but also to Concord and along 
the Route 101A corridor at 
approximately the same ini- 
tial investment as-has been 
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proposed by the group study- 
ing commuter rail service 
solely to Nashua. 

“This plan is designed to 
minimize cost through reha- 
bilitation of Pan Am's exist- 
ing right of way and the use 
of previously owned equip-

ment to permit the service to 
be operated for a length of 
time that would allow for an 
objective determination of the 
viability of each route, with 
periodic adjustments to meet 
demand on each route. 

“This planned service 
would also eliminate the need 


«for the Massachusetts Bay 


Transportation Authority to 
extend its service into New 
Hampshire because it would 
be operated by Pan Am 
employees over Pan Am's 
tracks right into Lowell with 
the potential to continue 
directly to Boston by means of 
a negotiated operating agree- 
ment with the MBTA. 

“In devising this plan, Pan 
Am has relied heavily on its 
past experience with other 
passenger rail operations, 
including the Downeaster 
service from Portland to 
Boston, and existing MBTA 
commuter rail operations over 
lines jointly operated by Pan 
Am and the MBTA in 
Massachusetts. In a project 
similar to that being discussed 
with New Hampshire officials, 
Pan Am worked closely with 
Maine and Amtrak to rehabil- 
itate Pan Am's lines from 
Portland to Plaistow for pas- 
senger service at a fraction of 
the cost of comparable proj- 
ects elsewhere, and continues 
its relationship with those 
entities to operate passenger 
service with the best on-time 
performance of any Amtrak 
route in the country. 

“Studies have shown that 
rail transportation is far more 
energy efficient than other 
transportation modes, that 
commuter and freight rail 
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service tends to be a caialyst 

for area development, with 
corresponding increased prop- 

erty values, and that rail serv 

ice creates less air and noise 
pollution than other trans- 
portation modes. The benefits 
of commuter rail service in 
New Hampshire would not 
only reduce congestion on 
highways, but would also pro- 
vide an opportunity to 
markedly increase the quality 
of life. 

“Commuter rail ridership 
rose by more than 6 percent 
nationwide in 2008, further 
underscoring its importance 
as a transportation alterna 
tive. For that reason, | am 
committed to continue to work 
with the governor and 
Commissioner Campbell to 
negotiate and hopefully imple- 
ment comprehensive and cost- 
effective commuter rail serv 
ice in New Hampshire in the 
near future using stimulus 
funding.”
